the casual public. Many such tele- 
phones have been installed in the 
five communities served by the Home 
Telephone Company of Covina, but 
these will now be discontinued, and 
iu their place, a pay telephone will 
be installed, either with or without 
a booth, according to its location. 
This is the system in operation iu 
Los Angeles, Pasadena, Wliittier, Po- 
mona, El Monte, and all the beach 
cities," the manager pointed out.

Water Problems 


to Be Discussed 


at County Fair 


Over-irrigation is a question to be 


answered in part by the agricultural 
extension service as a feature of 
their booth at the Los Angeles coun- 
ty fair, Pomona, September 18 to 88 
inclusive, according to an announce- 
ment by M. B. Rounds, farm ad- 
visor. 


Large, potted citrus trees whieh 


have been grown in the field and 
which have suffered from over-irri- 
gation will be on exhibit. Alongside 
of them will be a normal tree that 
has been properly irrigated. The af- 
fected trees will show slight "mot- 
tled leaf," "willow leaf," severe 
mottling, and then chlorosis. 


The way water behaves in soils 


will be clearly discernible in a series 
of large tanks with plate glass fronts 
yhich will be in the booth. One of 
these tanks will have weeds and 
grain growing in it to show the ex- 
traction of soil moisture by plant 
roots. Others will show drying ef- 
fects of cultivation as against no 
cultivation, and still others will show 
lack of capillary movement of mois- 
ture from moist to dry soils, both 
horizontal and vertical. 


There will be demonstrations with 


regard to the use of cultivation as a 
method of saving moisture, and the 
detrimental effect to trees of contin- 
ued over-irrigation.
